We do not believe that the carelessness of people is more

apparent anywhere than on the highways. 


are flagrant. The lack of proper signals to show what the 
driver is going to do—at a turn, when stopping, turning out, 
ete.—is apparent at all times, and more often than not no sig- 
nal is given. In the cities these rules are observed much more 
than out on the open road and in the smaller towns. The faet 
that traffic is much faster out on the country roads makes these 
signals more imperative than in the city. A very large pro- 
portion of the automobile accidents are caused because driv- 
ers do not give signals making known their intentions. 

In March, 1929, in this state, 307 traffie accidents, result- 
ing in 13 deaths and 294 injuries, were the direct result of mo- 
torists failing to give the required arm signals. These signals, 
which should always be given to make known the driver’s in- 
tention, are as follows: 

When turning left the motorist is required to extend the 
hand and arm horizontally from the left side of the vehicle. 

When turning right he is required to extend his hand and 
arm upward. 

In stopping or suddenly decreasing his speed, he 1s requir- 
ed to extend his hand and arm downward. 

In turning to the right, the motorist is required to approach 
the point of turning in the traffic lane nearest the right hand 
edge or curb of the highway.
